Anotlier Exposure on Township 
Orders at Log^ansport.

L I O G A N S P O B T , lad., April 5.—A pecu- 
liar case of political corruption has been 
exposed here in relation to the office of 
township trustee. H. C. Hammontree, 
the republican 
incumbent, has been 
found to have issued a large number of 
township orders to loafers and bums, all 
abled bodied men, ostensibly to relieve 
poverty, but no other true reason can be 
inferred than for political corruption. The 
Pharos prints an account of the transac- 
tions just disclosed, publishing several of 
the orders and giving names of several 
bums who traded them for whisky after 
they had received them. 
The charges 
being so well sustained will call for an 
investigation that will no doubt be insti- 
tuted. The orders are mainly on grocers 
for small amounts, and number some 
twenty-iive or thirty in all. As Ham- 
montree is a candidate for re-election, 
the denoument comes at a time when it 
arouses more than usual excitement, aug- 
mented by the fact that tbe trustee htui, 
stood high as an ofSoial and a gentle-.

Who Invent Plans for Obtaining^ 
Sympathy and Money.

NEW YORK, March 29.—One of the queer 
rfiaracters to be seen in an immense clown 
toTvn restaurant, in this city, is an unfrocked 
priest—^in Protestant parlance, a "silenced" 
preacher. 
He is still comparatively young, 
and is refined and inteUectuaMooking, and 
»till wears the costmne of the Romish church, 
but is "imfrocked" forevermore; that is, 
authority to preach has teen taken from 
him. He comes and goes as silently as a 
shadow, speaking to no one and looking at 
no one. 
What he does or where he lives, no- 
body at the restaurant has ever leanied, but 
every day for five years, at exactly 1 o'clock, 
he is in his place 
at table. He 
never varies his dishes. His noonday re- 
past consists of chicken soup every day of the 


week save Fiiday. 
On Friday he takes 
mashed potatoes. 
He looks like one who is 
tired of all things and all men, and yet is 
among tbem and of them, and ciin't get 
away from them or from himself. If I were 
to pro|ihi'.sy his future I would say that he 
will be found dead iu some poverty-stricken 
room some clay, with all trace of his history 
obliteratefl. 
He is, perhaps, a man who has 
come to the great city to lose himself from 
the sight of the people who knew him and 
his disgrace, and yet cannot disassociate him- 
self from his profession and his past entirely. 


Deaf and dumb fraudis are plentiful here. 
One of them chuckled when relating his ex- 
periences as a mute, and said it was a queer 
fact that a man who could neither hear nor 
speak could get work when one who had per- 
fect command of all his senses couldn't. 
The deaf and dmnb fraud goes into offices 
and hands arotmd a card telling all about 
himself. He gets along famously till he comes 
in contact with some one who knows the 
mute's alphabet. 
Then he bents a precipitate 
retreat, for leading and talking by fingers 
is not one of his accomplishnK nts. 
Some- 
times he is brought up in the police court, 
where his tongue is generally loosened. On 
the street he expresses his wishes and woes 
by appealing gestures. He becomes an ex- 
pert in controlling the facial muscles. He 
can hear all kinds of si)eculations about him- 
self without so much as betraying it by the 


quiver of an eyelid. 
There is a fascination 
In bis rôle for him He likes to see himself 
advancing in the art of acting, takes a pride 
in hia profe,ssion, as it were. 
In his heart he 
has a perfect contempt for the people who be- 
lieve in bim; thinks he wouldn't be such a 
gull himself. Nor would he. He has been 
behiîifl tlie scenes in the beggar's drama; 
knows the business and couldn't be taken in. 


He is tlie same man who carries a piece of 
dirty bread in his pocket and slyly drops it 
in the vicinity of sympathizing women, that 
he may o])enly pick it up and ravenously eat 
it in their presence. Of course they are over- 
come at such a spectacle, and the quarters 
come forth fi'om their retreats nimbly and 
drop into his shaking hand. The ladies beg 
of him to throw away the gutter-stained 
bread and buy himself something appetizing 
and clean. He thanks them with quivering 
lip, but refuses to throw the bread away, 
•y^y should he when it is hia caiiital? No; 
he drops the bread into his coat i^orket with a 
Bad smile, which his sympathizing benefactors 
translate as meaning that he may be com- 
pelled Î» make use of it in the future. 
So he will, 
but it 
will 
not be 
eaten. 
They go home and talk about 
this poor man pityingly all the evening. 
Meantime the "'poor man" brushes up and 
hies him to some festive haunt, where he rev- 
els and riots on the proceeds of hLs sympathy- 
evoking talents, and plans for siime more 
sympa^etic 
stock. 
The same 
piece of 
b r e ^ lasts him all siunmer. The more it is 
handled and the oftener it is dropped the bet- 
ter suited to his purpose does it Income, inso- 
much as the quicker does it raise the tear of 
sympathy. 
When alone he nearly expiree 
•with mirth at the verj' thought of eating it; 
and wonders how any creature could be so 
'Mortal i-um" as to think that he meant to 
eat i t 


The woman whose son has just died, is 
another frequent figure in poliœ c-ourt cir- 
cle.s. She haunts undertakei-a' hous»îs when 
the proprietoi-s are away. 
Hei- stoi-y is that 
the authoritiiis will bury the boj' at 2 o'clock 
that day if she can't raise the money to biiry 
him herself. Her head and face arc band- 
aged, because she is crazed with neuralgia, 
having had no rest for six consecutive weeks 
on account of her eon's long illness. Her 
clothM are neat an4 doan, though threads 


bare, her language correct and her manners 
refined. 
She is tbe typical hardworking, in- 
dependent widow who is determined to earn 
her own bread at all hazards. 


Eveiyliody believes the story of" the dead 
boy, lo'- ked in the comfortless tenement rooms, 
while the heartbroken mother goes fron: 
house to housa in search of friends to help 
her bury him. Ever

ties her face up that she may not be recogf- 
nized when not on collecting duty.

When she emerges therefrom she takes a 
new character, and goes forth to collect on 
some other plea. 


Once engaged in a profession of this kind 
no honest business aUores these tricksters. 
They are bom swindlers, and could neither 
live nor die happy if they didn't practice 
some fraudulent pursuit. 
They would rather 
wear rags and go hungry and get every cent 
dishonestly than to be comfortably housed 
and clad bj- honest meaxxa. They grow en- 
amored of their profession, exactly as any 
reputable person does, and glory in advancing 
themselves therein. All admit, when brought 
to bay and compelled to talk, that there Is 
a charm in foohng people wholly unknown 
to the plodding workers. It is nothing that 
they are aU brought to grief, sooner or later. 
The risk they run enhances their enjoyment 
If the doctrine of pretlestination has a grain 
of truth in it they ought to be held up as the 
besst exponents of i t It is easy to believe 
that they were bora to be damneni, since no 
earthly influence can turn them from theij 
vicious wavs

Troops and Artillery on Hand at 
Fort Worth.

NKW YOBK, March 5.—This following 
dispatch was received this morning at 
the oCice of tbe Miesouri Pacific railway 
company frem Fort Worth, Texas: Quiet 
prevails. 
Seven companies of state 
troops and one company of artillery have 
arrived. 
There were moved south yes- 
terday three trains on the Missouri Pa- 
cific and two on tbe Texas Pacific, No 
resistance. 
Many strikers are arriving 
from other places. 


PARSONS, Kas., April 5.—The situation 
is steadily improving. 
All trains are 
moving freely. 
The best of the old 
force are applying for work and forty 
hare been re employed. 
The master 
mechanic has a surplus of applications 
from new men. 


TRAINS RIINNING. 


ST. Loins, April 5.—The Iron Moun- 
tain sent out five freights this morning 
and the Missouri Pacific an equal num- 
ber. 
No opposition" is being offered by 
the strikers. 


The resumption of freight trajBfic on 
these roads is now considered 
complete 
and the raising of the blockade on that 
branch of the company's business is per- 
manent. 


ENGINEERS STRIKE. 


ST. LOUIS, April 5.—The Chicago and 
Alton switch engineers struck to-day 
and say they will not go back unti! 
trouble between railroads and employes 
have been settled. 


SMOOTH SALLINO. 


ST. 
LOUIS, April 5.—The Ohio and 
Mississippi, and Indianapolis and St. 
IJO lis railroads sent out large trains 
loaded with fre ght, and the Vandalia 
also ran a train. 
No interference by the 
strikers was attempted in either case. 
The majority of the St. Louis transfer 
company's employes returned to work 
this morning. 


NEWS AT FOKT WORTH. 


F O E T W O R T H , April 5.—Governor Ire- 
land arrived this morning. 
When the 
governor's train stopped at Waco, last 
night, several strikers mounted tbe en- 
gine and killed it. 
Another engine was 
procured. A freight train will be sent 
out this afternoon under a heavy guard 
of militia. A box of dynamite cartridges 
was found concealed near the Union de" 
pot. 


Tlie S u n d a y News. 
ST. LOUIS, April 5.—To-day arrange- 
ments were made for a general resumpr 
tion of traffic in East St. Louis. The 
managers of roads centering at that 
point have posted a notice in public 
places and otherwise notified their men 
that they are ready to re-employ as many 
of their old employes as they need to do 
their work, who make application before 
o'clock to-day. 
After that time acpli- 
cations will be considered from anybody. 
No new men will be discharged, how- 
ever, to make places for former em- 
ployes, nor will any of their old men be 
re-engaged who have committed unlaw- 
ful acts duri'ig the strike. It is also un- 
derstood that the teamsters of the trans- 
fer company will return to work in a 
body to-day, and that the bridge and 
tunnel company will have men enough 
on duty to resume bridge traflSo. 


The joint executive committees held 
no formal sessions yesterday, but were 
at their hall most of the tiu^e. Mr. 
Hayes, the third member of the general 
executive committee, Knights of Labor, 
arrived here last night, giving the com- 
mittee a quorum. 
Shortly after Mr. 
Hayes' arrival, the general committee 
went into secret session with the local 
committees and gave the situation a very 
full and exhaustive discussion, weighing 
ail the facts and giving all the points 
cereful 
considerafion. 
The meeting 
lasted until after midnight, when the fol- 
lowing was given out in the form of a 
statement to the public: 


••At the conference held in New York 
with Mr. Jay Gould and associates and 
the general executive board, the follow- 
ing was mutually agreed upon: 
'That 
the officials were willing to meet a com- 
mittee of their employes, without dis- 
crimination, who are actually in the em- 
ploy of the road at the time such com- 
mittee ifi ap|K>intecl to ^jost with them 


any grievance they may have.' Tbe ex- 
ecutive board,upon arriving in St. Louis, 
having been informed that Mr. Hoxie 
had refused to comply with the agree- 
ment as ail parties to the conference un- 
derstood it, waited upon him to ascer- 
tain his iutentions of carrying out the 
same, and received th > following 
reply: 
That only fifty per cent, of the former 
force would be re-employed, that he 
would 
consider personal applications 
only, and use his own pleasure in acting 
upon them without the dictation of any 
society—this being in direct violation of 
the agreement. 


"The gencrtft board believe that the 
reftisal is for the purpose of stock-job- 
bing, using the organizition as a veil to 
further tbeir ends. 
We therefore recall 
the order given the men to return to 
work, the road having made it impossi- 
ble to fulfill the same. 
The matter now 
stands as it did before the order to re- 
sume work was issued, in the hands of 
those districts interested, and the gen- 
eral board will render all assistance to 
carry out the demand of the men for 
justice."

MUliOER AT LATTY. 


Billy Haley, au Allen County 
Tough. Kills Mat Crosby. 


There was a most brutal killing at 
Latty, a station thirty miles east of Fort 
Wayne, on tbe Nickel Plate road, Sat- 
urday aftem^ on. 
Billy Haley and one 
Franklin 
renewed 
an old quarrel 
in the "Big Saloon." Mat Crosby, a 
companion of Franklin, interfered, and 
this enraged Haley, who rushed to an 
adjoining butcher shop, got a meat knife, 
and returning to the scene of the trouble, 
plunged tbe blade into Crosby's side, 
ripping his body open and causing an 
injury from which he died this morning 
in frightful agony, 


Haley made a li:nge for Franklin and 
hung the fellow's hat rim on the bloody 
knife. 
Haley fled to the adjoining for- 
est and has since defied arrest. 


Dr. C. B. Stemen was summoned to 
Latty to attend Crosby, but h e could 
only ease the man's suffering. 
H e de- 
scribes his wound as extending half the 
circumference of the man's body, expos- 
ing his entrails to view. 
Crosby was a 
farmer and heretofore a peaceable man. 


Dr. Stemea says fully one thousand 
people were searching for Haley yester- 
day and it is believed they have him sur- 
rounded in the bfg forest near Latty. 


Haley formerly lived in Monroe town- 
ship, this county. 
He is a hard citizen 
and has fiequently been locked np here 
for drunkenness and everything else on 
the calendar. 
He has a brother doing a 
term in the prison north now. 


The Nickel Plate road men say Haley 
will be lynched or killed, as a posse 
armed with rifles and shot guns are pur- 
suing him. 
Haley is armed and will 
fight.

Not a great many years ago, says the 
C h i c h o 
Times, 
cotton 
dress 
fabrics 
were so nnmistakably cheap in appear- 
ance, stiff in pattern, and either pain- 
fully gandy or dull in color that 
they 
were excluded from all but the most 
ordinary every-day wear, even in the 
summer season. The only exceptions to 
this Txûe were the finest hvwns and or- 
gandies; and the satisfaction 
derived 
even 
from these 
finer 
materials was 
most meager. 
A breath of damp air 
metamorphosed the freshest toilet into 
a limp and draggled 
gown, and the 
thing of beauty that should have been 
a joy forever became a positive eyesore. 
This was one good reason -why many 
women of sense and taste discarded cot- 
ton stuffs. 
Another was that a close- 
fitting 
iinlined bodice of cotton 
stuff 
never 
consented to remain in place, 
but twisted with each movement of the 
wearer, and gave her the appearance of 
being 
afflicted Avith curvature of the 
spine. 
I t is true that a lining remedied 
tlii.s 
df'fect. but when the bodice re- 
turned to tlie OAYner from the tender 
mercies of the laundress the poor thing 
was 
scarcely recognizable. 
As if to 
avenge itself for the rubbing, and wring- 
ing, 
and 
pulling, 
and 
pressing, 
the 
lining 
invariably 
shrank 
one 
way, while the outside stretched in the 
same direction, resulting in a bagginess 
and bringing the waste of the garment 
nnder the wearer's arms. 
I s it any 
wonder, then, that despite the many 
eulogies—generally composed by men— 
concerning 
the neatness and air of 
freshness which a print gown was sup- 
posed to impart, that its favor constantly 
dx^ondled and a widespread 
prejudice 
gained so rapidly in strength that even 
the wonderful improvements that have 
been made in the manufacture of cotton 
stuffs during the last few years have 
not yet succeeded in dispelling it en- 
tirely, and there 
yet remains 
much 
lurking unkindliness toward the pretty 
summer dress goods now appearing in 
all the fashionable dry goods establish- 
ments? 
Even the strongest prejudice, 
however, must surely be overcome by 
some of the wonderful 
novelties re- 
cently 
displayed. 
That 
cotton, and 
cotton alone, is iised in their mannfact- 
nre an examination 
will prove beyond 
a peradventure. 
Btit nnless an exami- 
nation is made one's faitK is taxed in 
believing that all the goods so adver- 
tised are really 
cotton 
fabrics. 
The 
colors are admirable, the cottony glare 
of the old reds, blues, and pinks having 
all disappeared, its place being 
filled 
by a softness of shade and tint that the 
tones in the finest of silks and wools 
can 
scarcely 
surpass. 
The 
blues, 
browns, and grayish tan shades deserve 
si>ecial notice, 
and even 
wonderfully 
pretty shades of olive green are shown 
in cotton materials. 
The improvement 
in texture quite equals the improve- 
ment in colors, having almost nothing 
to be desired in these particulars. 
The 
sheen on the surface of the new satin 
almost rivals that of the silken tissues, 
and in the universally graceful patterns 
there is a shading and mingling of tones 
that adds greatly to the apparent n'ca- 
ness 
of 
the material. 
The cotton 
siciliennes, although without the sheeny 
finish, 
are equal in 
color and even 
softer in texture, and do not so easily 
crease. 
The embroidered zejjliyrs and 
bati.ste.s are no less admirable, the most 
graceful 
ones 
showing 
pale 
creamy 
groiiiul.s 
strewn with small 
scattered 
flower-s))rays in darker colors and vari- 
ous cumbiuatioiis, such as brown atid 
red, blue and red, and pale pink and 
blue 
touclxed with dark brown. 
All 
these, however, aro classed with the 
standard material.s, and tlie array of cot- 
ton novelties quite overshadows thr-ni. 
There is frise cotton, Ijoucle 
cotlou, 
bourette gingham, crocodile cloth. Ori- 
ental cloth, and a dozen other varieties 
tmder as many technical and arbitrary 
names. 
Then there are the cotton can- 
vas cloths in long array, and for which 
great 
popularity is i)redi<-t"d. 
As a 
very prevalent fashion of the winter has 
been to clothe ourselves in rough wools 
that have not inappropriately been lik- 
ened to horse blankets, the widest pop- 
ularity is predi(!ted for the rough cot- 
tons so recently introduced. 
The can- 
vas sttiflfs are not exactly rough, but 
they are somewhat coarse, 
which an- 
swers much the same imrpose. 
But in 
spite of their coar.^eiiess their claims to 
beauty are not imaginary, as the colors 
are excellent, and the open-work stripes 
verv graceful and pretty. 
Moretiver, 
with the coarseness comes a 
flexibility 
that makes the material admirable for 
draping, and, strange as it may seem, 
^ l a b z i o d o e « not pwSi^ creas« nor 


does it retain creases as the finer cotton 
fabrics must do. 
This 
canvas 
cloth 
comes in navj' blue, pale blue, a me- 
dium ftm shade, and an exquisite cream 
tint, and in each color there is a plain 
and striped fabric, which 
proves that 
combination 
suits are to be in vogue 
during the coming season. 
The plain 
material matches exactly the solid band 
in the striped stuff, and this solid band 
is just once and a half the width of the 
open-work stripe, or about two inches 
across. 
I n the open stripe all the 
threads running lengthwise are drawn 
out, and the cross threads 
woven into 
something like fancy stitches by the in- 
troduction of threads of different colors, 
the mixtures in all cases 
being 
vpry 
pretty. 
F o r instance, in the navy blue 
either side of the open stripe is bor- 
dered with a fine broken 
line of red. 
In the center of the stripe is a narrow 
band of red, crossed on the sra'face 
Avith pale ]due threads. 
Half way be- 
tween this center band and either edge 
of the stripes, fancy threads of a golden 
brown are run, making a pleasing com- 
bination, the few threads of bright color 
adding life to the whole. 
The open 
striijes of the tan-colored canvas show 
olive, and white threads, and the cream 
and light-blue varieties are mixed with 
red, dark blue, and pink threads. 
In 
the navy blue and tan shade this ma- 
terial Avill frequently be made up into 
stylish summer street suits, Avhile the 
more delicate tints will serve for dressy 
afternoon toilets. 
Although this cotton 
canvas washes, and washes well, it will 
be made up withoxit any reference to 
the requirements of the laundress, and 
after the general models set forth for 
silk or wool suits. 
As it sheds the dixst 
readily it may be worn a long time 
without requiring cleaning, and Avhen 
the Washing process becomes necessary 
the dress Avill undergo a general taking 
to pieces and remodeling, if it has not 
already w^orn out or the wearer grown 
tired of it. 
The price of the material 
is now 60 cents for the sti-iped and 50 
cents for the plain a yard, and it comes 
of the ordinary width of cotton goods. 
Fifteen yards 
constitute a very full 
dress pattern, and fourteen yards are an 
ample 
quantity for ordinary reqtiire- 
ment-s, and should be divided equally 
between the striped and plain^varietii's. 
Bourette gingham Avas introduced last 
season, and much resembled the flecked 
wool 
bourette 
fashionable 
several 
seasons since. 
The bourette ginghams 
of this year, 
hoAvever, 
deserve 
more 
considei'ation, as they are much mnro 
elaborate and much prettier tlian tlu> 
old ones. 
The ground is plain giughaui 
of the 
finest 
weave, 
and from it are 
raised tiny blocks that have almost the 
apjjearance of plush 
or velvet dots. 
These blocks are a quarter of an inch 
square, and set with the corners touch- 
ing, so that only eqtially small blocks 
of the gingham 
ground are visiljle. 
The blocks contrast in color with the 
ground and Avith each other. 
A ging- 
ham Avith a cream ground shows raised 
blocks of pale blue, tan color, and dark 
broAvn. 
Another style Avith a cream 
ground is strewn Avith pink and dark 
brown blocks, and a dull 
tan-colored 
gingham, that would make a serviceable 
street suit, shows 
dots of the same 
color and dark brown arranged alter- 
nately. 
Last comes a gingham with a 
mixed 
black 
and 
white 
ground 
with raised 
black 
and white blocks. 


It is impossible to judge with any 
degi'ee of accuracy as yet Avhat will be 
the favorite colors, but if pre sent indi- 
cations are to be relied upon, greens 
and browns Avill stand well to the front 
in the list, as they are introduced in the 
greatest number of shades, and are fre- 
quently combined in stripes with good 
results. 
These two color.s will not be 
Avorn to the exclusion of others, how- 
ever, as the liberal sprinkling of blues, 
grays, and dark reds proA'es. 
As to the 
garniture to be used for spring dresses, 
very little has even been hinted at, but 
it seems to be a settled fact that the 
large wooden rosary beads and pendants 
Avill hold their OAvn in popular favor. 
Plain tailor street suits will still be fin- 
ished and bound with braid, and black 
is considered appropriate with all colors. 
A demand for large buttons is pre- 
dicted, and judging from the vast array 
of them even now displayed, the de- 
mand will be fully met. 
Canvas wool 
stuffs, frequently called grenadines, ap- 
pear in new and beautiful 
designs, 
illustrating 
again 
the popularity of 
stripes. 
These Avill not be worn until 
very latffin the season, in spite of the 
fact that they are so early displayed. 
The price of some of the more elabo- 
rate styles is d^'i'idedly high, $5 a yard 
not being unu.sual. 
\ jiretty 
design 
shows a very open cream-colored gi'inind, 
Avith raised silky chenille stripes of red, 
dark 
green, 
brown, and pale 
gold. 
These stripes are arranged in the order 
given at equal 
distances 
from 
each 
other. 
There are various other pretty 
combinations, and the material may bt 
combined with plain canvas matching 
the ground shade or Avith plain silk or 
velvet matching any one of the stripes. 
Such a costume is not only A'ery ele 
gant, but, as a natural consequence, is 
decidedly expensive.

Not a great many years ago, says the 


Chicago Times, cotton dress fabrics 
were so unmistakably cheap in appear- 
ance, stiff in pattern, tnd either pain- 
fully gaudy or dull in cplor that they 
were excluded from all but the mos1 


ordinary every-day wear, even in the 
Sttmmer season. The only exceptions to 
this rule were the finest livwns and or- 
gandies; and the fciatiefaction derivet 
even from these finer materials wns 
most meager. A breath of damp air 
metamorphosed the freshest toilet into 
a limp and draggled gown, and the 
thing of beauty that should hare been 
a joy forever became a positive eyesore. 
This was one good reason why many 
women of sense and taste discarded cot- 
ton stuffs. 
Another was that a close- 


fitting unlined bodice 'of cotton stuf 
never consented to remain in place, 
but twisted with each movement of the 
wearer, and gave her the appearance o' 
beijig uflliuted with curvature of the 
spine. It is true that a lining remedied 
this defect, but when tha bodice re- 
turned to the owner from the tender 
mercies of the laundress the poor thing 
was scarcely recognizable. 
As if to 


avenge it-self for the rubbing, and wring- 
ing, and

way, 
while the outside stretched in the

stuffs during the last few years have 
not yet succeeded in dispelling it en- 
tirely, and there yet remains much 
lurking unltindlincas iowai'd the pretty 
summer dress goods now appearing in 
all the fashionable dry goods establish- 
ments? Even the strongest prejudice, 
however, must surely be overcome by 
some of the wonderful novelties re- 
cently displayed. 
That cotton, and 


cotton alone, ia used in their manufact- 
ure an examination will prove beyond 
a peradvenfcnre. 
But unless an exami- 


nation is made one's faith is taxed in 
believing that all the goods so adver- 
tised are really cotton fabrics. 
colors are admirable, tho cottony glare 
of the old reds, blues, and pinks having 
all disappeared, its place being filled 
by n softness of shade and tint that the 
tones in the finest of silks and wools 
can 
scarcely 
surpass. The 
blues, 


browns, and grayish tan shades deserve 
special notice, and even wonderfully 
pretty shades of olivo green are shown 
in cotton materials. The improvement 
in tfixtm-ft quite equals the improve- 
ment in colors, having almost nothiu; 
to be desired in these particulars. 
Thi 


sheen on tho surface of the new satin 
almost rivals tbat of the silken tissues, 
mid in the universally graceful patterns 
there is a. shading and mingling of tones 
tliat adds greatly to the apparent ricli- 
ne&H . of 
the material. The cotton 


sicilicnnes, although without the sheeny 
finish, are equal in color and even 
softer in loxture, and do not so easily 
crease.

.Iraping, and, strange as it may tmom, 
the fabrio does not paeUy orcaati nor 


docs it retain creases as tho fintr cotton 
fabrics must do. 
This canvas cloth 


comes in navy blue, palp blue, a me- 
dium ton shade, and an exquisite cream 
tint, and in each color there is a plain 
and striped fabric, which proves that 
combination suits are to be in vogue 
during the coming season. Tim plain 
material matches exactly the solid band 
in the striped stuff, and this solid hand 
IB just once and a half tho width of the 
open-work stripe, or about two inches 
across. 
In the open stripe all tho 


threads running lengthwise are drawn 
out, and the cross threads woven into 
something like fancy stitches by Hie in- 
troduction of threads of different colors, 
tho mixtures in all cases being very 
pretty. For instance, in tlin navy blue 
either side of the open stripe is bor- 
dered with a fine broken line of red. 
Tn the center of the stripe is a narrow 
band of ml, 
crossed on the surface 


with pale blue threads. Half way be- 
tween this esnfcer band and either edge 
of the stripes, fancy threads of a golden 
brown are run, making a pleasing com- 
bination, the few threads ofbrightcolor 
adding life to the whole. - The open 
stripes of the tan-colored canvas show 
olive, and white threads, and the cream 
and light-blue varieties are mixed with 
red, dark blue, and pink threads. 
In 


tho navy blue and tan shade this ma- 
terial will frequently be made up into 
stylish summer street suits, while the 
more delicate tints will serve for dressy 
afternoon toilets. Although this cotton 
canvas washes, and wa,shea:weU,'it will 
be made up without any reference to 
the requirements of the laundress, and 
after tho general models set forth for 
silk or wool suits. As it sheds the dust 
readily it may be worn a long time 
without requiring cleaning, and .when 
the -washing process becomes necessary 
the dresa will undergo a general taMng 
to pieces and remodeling, if1 it has not 
already worn oiit or the wearer grown 
tired of it. The price of the material 
is now 60 cent's for the striped and 50 
cents for the plain a yard, iind it comes 
of the ordinary width of cotton goods. 
Fifteen yards constitute ft very full 
dress pattern, and fourteen yards are an 
ample quantity for ordinary require- 
ments, and should be divided equally 
between the striped and plainjrarieties.- 
Bourette gingham was introduced Inst 
season, and much, resembled the flecked 
wool 
boiurette 
fashionable 
several 


seasons since. The bouratte ginghams 
of this Tear, however, deserve more 
cousideration, as they are much more 
elaborate nnd much prettier than the 
old ones. The ground is plain gingham 
of the finest weave, and from it are 
raised tiny blocks that have almost the 
appearance of plush or velvet do! s. 
These blocks are a quarter of an inch 
square, and set with the corners touch- 
ing, so that only equally small blocks 
of tho gingham ground are visible. 
The blocks contrast in color with tho 
ground and with each other. A ging- 
ham with a cream ground shows raised 
blocks of pale blue, tan color, and dark 
brown. 
Another style with a cream 


ground is strewn with pink and dark 
brown blocks, and a dull tan-colored 
gingham, that would make a serviceable 
street suit, shows dots of tho same 
color and dark brown arranged alter- 
nately. Last comes a gingham with a 
mixed 
black 
and 
white 
ground 


with raised black and white blocks. 


It is impossible to judge with nny 


degree of accuracy as yet what will be 
the favorite colors, but if present indi- 
cations are to be relied upon, greens 
and browns will stand well to the fro'ut 
in the list, as they are introduced in the 
greatest number of shades, and are fre- 
quently combined in stripes with good 
results. These two colors will not bo 
worn to the exclusion of others, how- 
ever, as tlift liberal sprinkling of blues, 
grays, and dark reds proves. As to the 
garniture to be used for spring drosses, 
very little has even been hinted at, but 
it seems to bo a settled fact that the 
large wooden rosary beads and pendants 
will hold their own in popular favor. 
Plain tailor street suits will still be fiu- 
ishrrt and bound with braid, and black 
is considered appropriate with all colors. 
A demand for largo buttons is pre- 
dicted, and judging from the vast array 
of them even now displayed, the de- 
mand will bo fully met. Canvas wool 
Htutl's, frequently called grenadines, ap- 
pear in new ami beautiful designs, 
illustrating 
again the popularity of 


stripes.
